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SEVENTEENTH  CENTURY  TOKENS. 

By  Iain  C.  Thomson. 

The  amount  of  published  material  on  this  fascinating  series  is  small  and  often 
only  in  a  catalogue  form.  This  article  was  written  in  the  hope  that  many  students 
of  the  series  would  find  a  general  essay  both  useful  and  informative.  The  seventeenth 
century  tokens  are  cheap  to  buy  and  a  few  hours’  study  of  their  position  in  the  social 
history  of  the  times  will  be  repaid  with  ample  interest. 

Before  describing  the  tokens  and  their  issuers,  something  must  be  said  about  the 
history  of  small  change  and  prices  from  the  Conquest,  as  it  was  the  lack  of  small 
change  which  was  the  over-riding  faaor  leading  to  the  issuance  of  tokens  in  the  16th 
and  more  especially  17th  centuries. 

Throughout  the  first  500  years  from  the  Conquest  only  a  few  denominations  were 
issued ;  the  groat  did  not  appear  until  the  reign  of  Edward  I  and  was  not  generally 
current  until  the  reign  of  Edward  III,  when  the  half-groat  also  appeared.  Halfpence 
and  farthings  were  issued  grudgingly;  in  the  reign  of  Edward  IV  farthings  dis¬ 
appeared,  not  to  be  minted,  in  silver,  in  large  numbers  again.  The  silver  content 
and  size  of  most  coins  were  reduced  during  this  time  and  the  denomination  which 
shows  this  most  clearly  is  the  penny,  which  was  reduced  from  a  specified  22h  grains 
in  the  time  of  Edward  I  to  a  mere  7- V31  grains  in  the  reign  of  Charles  I.  Because  of 
the  dearth  of  small  denominations,  and  also  their  often  minute  size  which  rendered 
them  easily  lost,  many  petitions  w'ere  presented  to  Parliament  between  c.  1375-1400 
urging  improvements,  but  little  was  done  and  foreign  coin,  always  difficult  to  exclude, 
began  to  circulate  as  small  change.  Examples  of  this  can  be  seen  from  contemporary 
accounts  of  the  numbers  of  Venetian  galley-halfpence  and  Dutch  doitkins  and 
others  which  passed  at  2  or  3  to  the  penny  sterling.  The  only  reign  in  which  there 
was  a  great  range  of  silver  denominations  was  that  of  Elizabeth  I  with  eleven,  from 
the  crown  to  the  halfpenny. 

However,  the  inadequacies  had  continued  for  too  long  and  they  were  now 
worsened  by  the  effects  of  tremendous  price  rises  from  c.  1500  and  also  the  great 
increase  of  trade  brought  about  by  the  initiation  of  an  expansionist  policy. 

There  are  four  main  periods  of  price  rises  which  directly  influence  the  period 
under  consideration  : 

a.  From  c.  1510-40  when  the  influx  of  silver  mainly  from  Germany  and  the 
further  debasement  of  the  coinage  increased  food  prices  by  about  30%  and 
other  prices  less. 

b.  From  c.  1540-60  when  the  great  flood  of  silver  and  gold  from  the  Americas 
was  fully  felt,  most  prices  rose  by  about  100%. 

c.  From  c.  1560-80  when  prices  were  steadied  by  Elizabeth’s  sound  fiscal 
policies. 

d.  From  c.  1640-50  when  prices  rose  to  a  peak  because  of  the  influx  of  more 
American  silver  and  gold  but  mainly  because  of  the  upheaval  of  the  Civil  War. 

Dissatisfaction  with  the  Crown’s  inadequate  monetary  policies  was  shown  in  the 
reign  of  Elizabeth  I  and  subsequent  reigns  when  traders  in  the  Metropolis  and  other 
large  towns  produced  a  disconnected  series  of  farthing  tokens  to  supplement  their 
small  change  whenever  necessary.  These  tokens,  mainly  of  lead  and  tin,  are  men¬ 
tioned  by  contemporary  writers  and  are  exemplified  by  the  early  square  tokens  of 
the  City  of  Bristol  (c.  1570-90.) 

The  preceding  is  a  short  description  of  the  general  situation  as  it  was  until  the 
early  17th  century.  In  1613,  James  I  granted  his  Royal  prerogative  to  coin  copper 
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to  Lord  Harrington,  one  of  his  favourites,  who  began  to  strike  official  farthing 
tokens  under  licence,  .  .  to  avoid  the  great  abuse  of  leaden  tokens  by  the  City 
of  Bristol  and  others.”  The  design  of  the  Harrington  copper  farthing  consists  of 
two  crowned  sceptres  on  the  obverse  and  the  crowned  Harp  of  Ireland  on  the 
reverse.  The  harp  suggests  the  possibility  of  these  tokens  being  fobbed  off  onto 
the  Irish  if  the  traders  and  people  of  England  rejected  them  completely.  The 
design  of  the  crowned  harp  was  replaced  with  that  of  a  crowned  Tudor  Rose  in  1635. 

The  patent  to  coin  these  tokens  was  sold  to  the  Duke  of  Lennox  in  1615  and  on 
his  death,  in  1624,  became  the  property  of  his  widow,  the  Duchess  of  Richmond. 
In  1634  Lord  Maltravers  obtained  the  patent  and  in  1643  it  was  revoked  because  of 
adverse  public  opinion  to  the  tokens.  However,  before  this,  the  patent  had  shown 
a  handsome  profit  to  all  concerned  except  those  who  had  to  use  the  tokens.  This 
was  because  they  were  extremely  cheap  to  produce  (they  only  weighed  5-6  grains) 
and  were  disposed  of  by  the  King  at  21/-  worth  for  /jl  to  anyone  willing  to  buy  them. 
The  authorities  would  often  refuse  to  cash  them  for  silver  when  they  were  returned 
and  thus  unprincipled  employers  would  use  them  to  pay  their  workers’  wages. 
The  abuse  made  of  the  Harringtons  grew  worse  until,  a  fev*^  years  before  they  were 
revoked,  it  was  declared  that  no  more  than  twopence  worth  of  these  farthings 
should  be  paid  to  one  person  at  any  one  time. 

Ben  Jonson  refers  to  them  in  “The  Devil  is  an  Ass,”  act  HI,  scene  I  : 

“I  will  not  bate  a  Harrington  of  the  sum.”

After  the  fraudulent  patent  was  revoked  in  1643,  a  Regal  minor  coinage  had  been 
intended  but  was  abandoned  because  of  the  Civil  War. 

The  following  are  the  main  reasons  for  the  issuance  of  tokens  in  the  period 
1649-1672: 

a.  The  underlying  economic  problems,  which  have  been  described  before 
combined  with  the  more  recent  upheavals  of  the  Civil  War. 

b.  The  scarcity  of  small  change  which  resulted  from  the  government’s  inadequate 
monetary  policies. 

c.  The  death  of  Charles  I  in  1649  which  put  an  end  to  the  Royal  prerogative  to 
coin. 

An  incidental  factor  is  that  these  tradesmen’s  tokens  served  as  an  excellent 
advertising  medium,  a  point  which  will  be  dealt  with  later. 

On  the  death  of  Charles  I,  in  1649,  tokens  were  immediately  issued  by  tradesmen, 
town  corporations  and  other  public  bodies  and  inn-keepers  to  alleviate  the  situation 
which  had  arisen.  (There  are  a  few  examples  of  tokens  being  issued  in  the  troubled 
years  just  before  1649  but  these  appear  to  be  very  localized  emergency  issues  and 
are  extremely  rare). 

Evelyn,  in  his  London  diary,  wrote  of  tokens  issued  by  every  tavern : 

The  tokens  which  every  tavern  and  tippling  house  in  the  days  of  anarchy 
amongst  us  presumed  to  stamp  and  utter  for  immediate  exchange  as  they  were 
passable  throughout  the  neighbourhood  which,  though  seldom  reaching  further 
than  the  next  street  or  two,  may  happily  in  aftertime  come  to  exercise  and  busie 
the  learned  critic  what  they  should  signify  and  fill  whole  volumes  with  their 
conjectures.” 
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The  map  shows  the  counties  in  which  one  denomination  predominates. 
London  (City),  Southwark,  Surrey  and  Middlesex  have  been  regarded  as 
one  area  under  the  special  influence  of  the  metropolis. 


Most  of  the  approximately  10,000  types  that  were  issued  are  round  but  some  are 
octagonal  and  square,  even  heart  shapes  are  to  be  seen.  They  are  thin  and  nearly 
always  poorly  struck,  usually  in  brass  or  copper  but  sometimes  in  lead.  However, 
in  weight  and  size  they  compare  favourably  with  the  Harrington  farthings. 

The  denomination  distribution  of  these  tokens  is  very  interesting  and  shows 
some  of  the  economic  trends  of  the  mid- 17th  century.  Farthings  predominate  in 
the  extreme  rural  areas  of  the  Border  Counties,  South  Wales  and  the  S.W.  Peninsula 
and  also  in  the  generally  more  industrial  areas  of  the  Midlands  and  North.  Half¬ 
pennies  are  favoured  in  the  largely  commercial  areas  of  the  South  and  Home  Counties, 
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whilst  pennies  are  often  the  only  denomination  issued  in  N.  Wales  and  Ireland. 
However,  nearly  all  the  Irish  penny  tokens  are  much  smaller  in  size  than  their 
English  counterparts  and  it  is  probable  that  they  would  pass  for  less  than  their  face 
value  it  used  in  England.  There  are  only  one  or  two  isolated  examples  of  tokens 
in  Scotland  where  there  were  many  more  smaller  denominations  of  an  official  nature. 
Special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  Metropolis  where  the  commercial  side  of  life 
is  represented  by  the  large  numbers  of  halfpence,  the  industrial  side  by  the  equally 
large  numbers  of  farthings  and  the  affluence  of  such  places  as  the  new  coffee  houses 
by  a  significant  number  of  penny  tokens.  The  fact  that  there  are  many  varieties, 
combined  with  that  of  tokens  which  were  issued  by  one  trader  or  shopkeeper  in 
several  different  towms,  make  any  definition  of  specific  areas  and  groupings  where 
one  denomination  appears  to  predominate,  only  approximate.

Each  token  bears  the  issuer’s  name  or  initials,  the  street  or  town  from  which  it 
was  issued  and  about  half  bear  a  date.  Often  the  issuer’s  initials  are  joined  with  those 
of  his  wife,  sometimes  in  a  true-love-knot.  The  value  is  as  often  stated,  as  under¬ 
stood  from  the  token’s  size.  A  common  design  is  that  of  the  trade-arms  of  the 
issuer  or  an  interesting  object,  often  connected  with  the  issuer’s  trade.  The 
following  is  a  short  list  of  some  of  the  types  employed  on  these  tokens,  showing 
the  interests  and  range  covered  : 

....  windmills,  family  arms,  flowers,  bells,  the  King’s  head  (Charles  II), 
horses,  unicorns,  boats,  churches,  wheatsheaves,  castles,  globes,  angels,  the 
candle-making  process,  shoes,  anchors,  anvils,  cannon,  swords,  shuttles,  men 
smoking,  coffee  pots.  .  .  . 


The  spelling  on  these  little  pieces  is  often  amusingly  eccentric  and  illustrates 
the  general  ignorance  of  the  populace.  For  instance  a  token  from  Dover  bears  the 
inscription  : — 

“WIL.  WARDEN.  AT.  THE.  HORS,  AND  HORS.  SHOOE.  IN  DOVER.” 

That  spelling  of  horse-shoe  can  be  compared  with  that  on  a  token  from  Tothill 
Street  in  London  : 

“W.E.A.  AT.  THE.  HORES,  SHOW”. 

Towm  spellings  are  also  often  wild  and  varied,  for  instance  Hythe  (Kent)  is  spelt 
in  six  ways  on  its  seven  issuers’  tokens  and  it  can  be  left  to  the  imagination  how  many 
variations  can  be  obtained  from  a  town  name  like  Ashby-de-la-Zouche. 
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Often  the  legend  or  design  of  the  token  is  of  a  punning  nature  (a  popular  form 
of  humour  in  those  days),  usually  on  the  name  of  the  issuer.  For  instance  a  Thomas 
Harbottle  has  as  his  design  a  hare  and  bottle,  also  Thomas  Crane  of  Yarmouth 
has  a  bird,  obviously  a  crane,  as  his  design.  A  different  type  of  pun  is  to  be  found 
on  the  square  halfpenny  token  of  Frances  Swindell  of  Macclesfield,  with  the  legend : 

“SQVARE.DEALING.  IS.BEST.”

Many  local  authorities  were  public  spirited  enough  to  realise  that  it  was  essen¬ 
tially  the  poor  who  suffered  because  of  the  government’s  indifference  to  the  pressing 
national  need  for  small  change.  In  an  effort  to  help,  some  of  these  enlightened 
authorities  or  people  in  a  position  of  responsibility,  such  as  Poor  Law  overseers, 
issued  tokens  with  such  common  inscriptions  as: 

“for.  the.  POORES.  ADVANTAGE.”  (Town  halfpenny  from  Southwold,  Suffolk). 
“halfepenny.  chainged.  by.  ye.  chamberlains.”  (Nottingham). 

“i.  AM.  FOR.  A.  PVBLIQVE.  GOOD.”  (A.B.  in  Cockermouth,  Cumberland). 


Although  most  tokens  were  issued  with  some  degree  of  democratic  responsibility, 
much  money  was  made  from  the  production  of  tokens,  as  evidenced  by  the  travelling 
engravers  of  the  times.  These  engravers  produced  tokens  of  an  ordered  design 
by  the  hundred  for  each  tradesman  or  municipal  council.  One  well-knowm  engraver 
was  David  Ramage,  who  struck  tokens  at  Bristol,  Gloucester  and  Oxford  between 
1652  and  1662,  when  he  died.  These  tokens  have  the  initial  r  on  them,  usually 
below  the  date. 

Many  ex-engravers  or  even  employed  engravers  from  the  Royal  Mint  engaged  in 
this  remunerative  work  to  supplement  their  incomes,  and  their  tokens  can  be  dis¬ 
tinguished  by  the  higher  quality  of  workmanship.  Other  producers  of  tokens 
would  of  course  be  precision  craftsmen  such  as  locksmiths  or  goldsmiths.  Finally, 
there  have  been  several  instances  where  it  seems  that  an  issuer  had  a  pair  of  dies 
made  for  him  and  he  has  produced  from  them  as  many  tokens  as  necessary. 

An  important  factor  which  influenced  the  issuing  of  tokens  was  their  use  as  an 
excellent  advertising  medium,  more  fully  exploited  in  the  18th  and  19th  centuries, 
but  still  important  in  connection  with  this  particular  series.  To  be  cashed,  the 
tokens  had  to  be  returned  to  the  issuer  and  the  changer  could  be  encouraged  to 
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spend  them  at  the  issuer’s  shop  or  tavern.  In  London,  the  changing  of  tokens 
became  a  full-time  occupation  and  there  are  cases  of  farthing-changers  themselves 
issuing  their  own  tokens. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  mass  of  people  had  more  confidence  in  the  token 
issues,  than  they  had  ever  displayed  in  the  coin  of  the  realm.  As  a  result  of  the 
widespread  use  of  the  tokens,  trade  was  encouraged  and  thus  they  greatly  influenced 
the  economic  history  of  the  country,  a  point  which  is  seldom  considered  by  economic 
historians. 

A  study  of  the  lives  of  some  of  the  token  issuers  would  be  of  great  interest  to  the 
social  historian  of  the  times.  The  trades  that  they  followed  were  many  and  very 
varied: — inn  keeping,  mercers,  grocers  and  bakers,  tallowchandlers,  brewers, 
weavers,  tollmen,  rat  killers,  chemists,  ferrymen,  barbers,  tobacconists,  jurats. 
Their  unique  individuality  and  quaintness  help  to  bring  the  history  of  the  times  to 
life. 

During  the  ten  years  of  the  Commonwealth  and  on  the  Restoration,  many 
patterns  for  a  minor  coinage  were  produced  but  none  was  accepted,  or  at  least  no 
coinage  stemmed  from  them.  Decrees  were  often  enacted  against  the  issuance  of 
tokens  but  all  to  no  avail  until  in  1672  the  first  minor  copper  coinage  from  official 
sources  came,  after  28  years. 

Even  though  approximately  10,000  tokens  had  been  issued  (over  3,600  in  the 
City  of  London  alone)  and  had  been  used  widely,  there  was  still  dissatisfaction  at  the 
difficulty  of  everyday  transactions.  Thus  the  1672  coinage  of  halfpence  and  farthings 
was  welcomed.  Sufficient  of  these  equal  face  and  intrinsic  value  coins  were  struck  to 
obviate  the  need  for  any  new  tokens,  but  it  is  probable  that  the  use  of  the  previously 
issued  tokens  continued  for  some  time. 

In  August  of  1672,  the  issuing  of  private  tokens  was  prohibited  by  the 
proclamation : 

“.  .  .  .  All  persons  who  should  offer  after  the  first  day  of  September  to 
make,  vend  or  utter  any  kind  of  pence,  halfpence  or  farthings,  or  other  pieces  of 
brass,  copper  or  other  base  mettal  other  than  the  coins  authorised  above,  or 
should  ofer  to  counterfeit  any  of  His  Majesty’s  halfpence  or  farthings,  were  to 
be  chastised  with  exemplary  severity.”

The  History  of  British  Numismatic  Thought — III. 

There  were  a  surprising  number  of  famous  personages  in  the  seventeenth  century 
who  collected  coins,  among  them  the  Dukes  olf  Hamilton  and  Buckingham,  the  Earl 
of  Clarendon,  Charles  I  and  Charles  II,  not  to  mention  Oliver  Cromwell.  Evelyn, 
who  is  famous  for  his  diaries  which  tell  us  so  much  about  contemporary  life,  was 
not  only  a  collector  but  wrote  a  book  entitled  “  Numismata,  or  Discourse  on  Medals 
Ancient  and  Modern  ”  which  was  published  in  1697. 

The  seventeenth  century  too  saw  the  foundation  of  the  national  collection,  for 
one  of  the  most  important  collections  of  the  early  seventeenth  century,  that  of  Sir 
Robert  Cotton  (1571-1631)  was  bequeathed  on  his  death  to  the  nation,  along  with 
his  famous  collection  of  books  and  manuscripts,  and  it  was  to  form  the  nucleus  of  the 
British  Museum  collection. 

It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  number  of  collectors  in  Britain  in  the  seventeenth  | 
century,  although  for  the  previous  century  we  have  some  interesting  figures  for  other 
European  countries.  In  1550  a  Dutchman,  Hubert  Goltzius,  travelled  round 
Europe  studying  famous  cabinets,  and  he  informs  us  that  there  were  no  fewer  than 
200  collectors  in  the  Low  Countries,  380  in  Italy,  200  in  France  and  175  in  Germany. 
Most  of  these  collections  were  however  probably  quite  small,  numbering  only  a  few 
hundred  specimens.  At  this  period  Britain  lagged  behind  the  Continent,  and  apart 
from  Camden  there  are  few  British  numismatists  of  any  note  until  the  eighteenth 
century. 

The  first  great  book  on  coins  was  published  in  Italy  in  1548,  and  had  been 
frequently  reprinted.  This  work,  by  Enea  Vico,  enjoyed  great  popularity  in  Britain, 
and  consisted  of  many  plates  illustrating  Roman  coins  from  the  time  of  Caesar  on. 
A  rather  curious  characteristic  of  this  work  is  the  way  in  which  roundels  were  left  in 
which  the  reader  could  draw  additional  coins  with  which  he  was  acquainted. 

One  seventeenth  century  British  numismatist  is  worthy  of  note  however.  This 
is  Walker,  who  in  1692  published  a  book  on  “  Greek  and  Roman  History  illustrated 
by  Coins  and  Medals.”  This  work  is  admittedly  inaccurate,  but  it  is  noteable  as 
the  author  saw  coins  not  merely  as  works  of  art  or  collector’s  pieces  but  as  an  aspect 
of  material  culture  as  a  whole.  Walker  was  a  scholar  at  University  College,  Oxford, 
and  his  collection  (which  mainly  consisted  of  medals)  was  given  to  the  Ashmolean 
Museum  which  had  been  founded  in  1683.  Walker  deserves  to  stand  along  with 
Patin  (the  author  of  a  general  history  of  ancient  coins  which  was  extremely  popular 
and  translated  from  French  into  several  languages)  as  one  of  the  major  figures  ofi 
seventeenth  century  numismatic  thought.  The  same  approach  as  that  of  Walker 
was  followed  by  William  Wake,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  (1657-1737)  who  had  a 
distinctly  modern  atittude  to  coin  collecting.  He  did  not  merely  confine  his  interest 
to  Ancient  coins,  but  endeavoured  to  collect  English  coins  as  well,  hoping  to  form 
a  complete  series.  He  collected  contemporary  coins,  rare  and  common  alike,  and 
his  cabinet  included  coins  of  Anne,  George  I  and  George  II. 

Roman  Republican  Coins  in  Britain. 

The  problem  of  the  extent  to  which  Roman  coins  entered  Britain  in  pre-Conquest 
times  is  a  complex  one,  and  though  inferential  evidence  would  suggest  that  some 
coins  at  least  are  pre-Conquest  arrivals  it  is  difficult  to  substantiate. 

Over  a  dozen  hoards  have  been  found  of  Celtic  coins  associated  with  Roman,  but 
in  most  cases  the  latest  coins  represented  are  undoubtedly  post-Conquest,  extending 
in  time  down  to  Flavian  and  possibly  later  times.  At  Savernake  (Wilts.)  a  denarius 
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of  Tiberius  was  found  with  a  coin  of  Epatticus^  and  the  early  date  of  both  might 
suggest  the  Tiberian  denarius  did  arrive  before  the  Conquest.  Another  hoards 
found  at  Lakenheath  in  1959_,  consisted  of  2  coins  of  Cunobelin,  one  of  Antedrigus, 
396  of  the  Iceni  and  63  of  the  late  Republic.  Although  the  hoard  w^as  probably 
deposited  after  the  Conquest  it^  and  the  other  finds,  point  to  the  possibility  that  in 
Belgic  territory  Roman  coins  were  in  use  alongside  the  native,  certainly  at  the  time 
of  the  Conquest  if  not  before. 

There  are  some  forty  hoards  with  Republican  or  Caesarian  coins  in  them, 
ranging  in  date  for  the  most  part  down  to  the  time  of  Hadrian,  the  percentage  of  pre¬ 
imperial  coins  ranging  from  5  to  50.  There  are  in  addition  about  50  hoards 
containing  the  debased  legionary  denarii  of  Mark  Antony,  which  seem  to  have  been 
widely  used  until  the  time  of  the  Severi.  It  is  not  uncommon  to  find  Republican 
coins  on  Roman  sites  not  founded  until  the  Flavian  period,  such  as  Segontium,  and 
on  Claudian  sites  Republican  coins  are  more  common.  At  Richborough,  for 
example,  there  were  no  fewer  than  62  Republican  coins. 

The  occurrence  of  a  pendant  made  out  of  a  coin  of  Augustus  at  Lexden  (Essex) 
in  a  pre-Conquest  grave  might  suggest  again  that  Roman  coins  were  finding  their 
way  across  the  Channel  in  the  early  first  century,  but  the  very  fact  that  it  was  made 
into  a  pendant  would  suggest  that  Roman  coins  were  not  in  common  circulation. 

Stray  coin  finds  tell  any  story  you  like  to  read  in  them  as  far  as  Roman 
Republican  coins  are  concerned.  It  is  noteable  that  there  are  no  authentic  finds  of 
Republican  aes  in  the  British  Isles,  which  would  bear  out  le  Rider's  theory  that 
bronze  coins  do  not  circulate  outside  the  immediate  territory  in  which  they  were 
issued.  Some  may  be  modern  losses,  some  Roman  imports,  some  pre-Conquest. 
Strangely  there  are  very  few  such  finds,  compared  with  those  of  Greek  coins.  Only 
about  30  are  known,  and  of  these  the  only  ones  worthy  of  consideration  are  those 
struck  before  100  B.c.  (These  are  rare  on  Roman  sites)  and  those  found  outside 
areas  in  which  Roman  coins  circulated.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  one  of  these 
was  found  at  St.  Levan  (Cornwall)  and  another  at  Venn  Ottery  (Devon).  In  the 
South-West  Roman  coins  were  never  in  general  use  at  any  period  except  of  course 
at  Exeter.  Dorset  and  Wilts,  have  also  produced  pre-first  century  b.c.  denarii,  and 
from  Brighouse  (Yorks)  comes  a  denarius  of  Scipio  Asiagenus  of  about  100  b.c. 

It  is  well-knov/n  that  the  coins  of  the  Belgic  dynasties  in  the  immediately  pre- 
Conquest  period  are  distinctively  Roman  as  far  as  the  style  is  concerned,  even  though 
the  types  are  original,  and  it  has  been  suggested,  with  some  justification,  that  even 
if  Roman  die  sinkers  were  not  employed  to  make  the  dies  for  Tasciovanus,  Cunobelin 
and  other  chiefs,  Roman  coins  undoubtedly  influenced  their  design,  which  is  far 
more  Classical  than  Celtic.  Classical  motifs  are  frequently  employed,  not  blind 
copies  in  Celtic  style  as  in  pre-Caesarian  days,  but  rather  new  renderings  of  Classical 
ideas — the  coins  of  Tasciovanus  with  the  head  of  Augustus  on  the  obverse  and  Pegasus 
on  the  reverse  might  quite  easily  be  mistaken  for  the  products  of  a  provincial  Roman 
mint.  At  Silchester  too  even  as  early  as  the  time  of  Eppillus  we  can  see  the  same 
Romanizing  character,  where  a  silver  quarter  stater  has  as  an  obverse  type,  a  bird 
which  would  not  be  out  of  place  on  top  of  a  Roman  standard.  The  only  reason  why 
the  head  of  Augustus  should  appear  on  Belgic  British  coins  is  because  it  was  familiar, 
either  from  ihiported  busts  or  much  more  probably  from  coins. 

All  this  is  speculation,  but  it  might  be  emphasised  that  imported  coinage  can  be 
absorbed  by  a  country  remarkably  quickly.  Strangely  though  the  post-Caesarian 
coinages  of  Gaul  show  Romanizing  features  they  are  not  comparable  with  the  issues 
of  the  Belgic  dynasts  in  Britain. 
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Readers  who  are  specially  interested  in  Ancient  coins  may  be  interested  to  learn 
of  the  Ancient  Coin  Club  of  America^,  which  issues  a  monthly  journal  “  The  Voice 
of  the  Turtle  ”  (The  American  Journal  of  Numismatics)  which  is  the  only  monthly 
journal  entirely  devoted  to  Ancient  coins.  Its  range  is  wide,  and  caters  for  both  the 
specialist  and  the  beginner,  devoting  some  space  both  to  research  papers  and  to 
articles  of  a  general  nature,  unlike  our  “  Numismatic  Chronicle  ”  or  America’s 
‘‘  Numismatic  Notes  and  Monographs  ”  which  tend  to  be  very  specialist.  There 
are  members  of  the  society  all  over  the  globe,  even  in  Russia,  and  the  Society  offers 
many  services,  including  a  free  coin  identification  service,  and  a  regular  auction.

FROM  REPUBLIC  TO  EMPIRE.

Bonaparte  was  crowned  Emperor  of  the  French  as  Napoleon  I  in  May  1804, 
but  the  reverse  of  all  his  coinage  of  1808  still  reads  “  Republique.”

He  felt  himself  the  “  incarnation  of  the  Revolution  and  although  he  controlled 
the  destinies  of  nations,  giving  duchies  and  kingdoms  to  his  family  and  marshals, 
he  still  felt  that  the  common  people  of  France  were  the  real  source  of  his  power — 
and  this  the  franc  of  1808  gives  evidence  of. 

As  Napoleon  reached  the  height  of  his  power  with  the  defeat  of  Austria  at 
Wagram  in  July,  1809,  he  began  negotiating  to  divorce  Josephine,  whom  he  still 
loved,  but  who  had  not  given  him  an  heir.  On  2nd  April,  1810,  he  was  married^ 
by  proxy  to  the  eighteen  year  old  Marie  Louise,  daughter  of  Francis  I  of  Austria. " 
Napoleon  could  now  feel  that  he  had  “  arrived,”  and  could  now  no  longer  be  con¬ 
sidered  an  outsider  by  the  royalty  of  Europe.  The  words  “  Empire  Francais  ” 
on  the  franc  of  1810  shows  a  change  of  attitude  in  the  man  himself.  He  is  now 
a  ruler  in  his  own  right,  acknowledged  an  equal  by  the  Hapsburgs,  and  no  longer 
needs  the  pretence  of  “  Republique  ”  and  the  backing  of  the  vulgar  crowd.  The 
Revolution  had  come  full  circle,  the  new  Empress  was  Marie  Antoinette’s  niece: 
the  popular  movements  were  henceforth,  as  in  Spain  and  the  Tyrol,  against,  and 
not  for,  France. 

It  is  interesting  to  come  across  Marie  Louise,  his  wife,  on  the  coins  of  the  Duchy 
of  Parma,  which  she  was  given  by  the  allies  after  her  husband  had  been  sent  to  Elba. 

It  is  interesting  also  to  read  the  edge  motif  of  the  francs,  “  God  protect  France,” 
and  to  think  on  the  fact  that  in  1809  Napoleon  annexed  the  Papal  States,  took  the 
Pope  prisoner,  and  was  excommunicated. 
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THE  MEDAL  FOR  THE  BALTIC  1854 

TO 

THE  ROYAL  ENGINEERS.

{Late  of  the  Kensingtons). 

In  the  year  1854  the  Russians  were  attacking  the  Turkish  provinces  in  Eastern 
Europe  with,  it  is  presumed,  the  object  of  reaching  Constantinople  and  so  closing 
the  Black  Sea  to  trade. 

Great  Britain  and  France  were  amongst  the  countries  that  decided  to  assist 
Turkey  in  repelling  the  invaders. 

War  was  declared  when  the  Tsar  of  Russia  ignored  the  ultimatum  and  forces 
were  prepared  for  despatch  to  the  Crimea. 

In  addition  to  the  action  in  the  Crimea  it  was  decided  that  a  naval  force  supported 
^  by  a  detachment  of  Royal  Sappers  and  Miners  should  be  sent  to  the  Baltic  to  destroy 
the  Russian  forts  and  to  stop  her  obtaining  supplies  from  that  source. 

Admiral  Sir  Charles  Napier  was  in  command  of  the  British  Fleet,  and  on  11th 
March,  1854,  Queen  Victoria  visited  the  Admiral  in  his  Flagship  The  Duke  of 
Wellington  and  bade  him  and  his  Officers  farewell. 

The  detachment  of  Royal  Sappers  and  Miners  consisted  of  one  company,  which 
was  divided  between  the  Flagship  and  the  Transport  The  detachment  on 

the  Flagship  consisted  of  2  Officers  and  20  other  ranks,  divided  into  5  masons,  4 
carpenters,  1  bricklayer,  4  miners,  2  smiths,  1  tailor  and  3  for  which  no  trade  is 
given.  The  detachment  on  the  Transport  Jw/ia  consisted  of  2  Officers  and  about 
80  other  ranks  of  various  trades,  a  shoemaker,  a  wheeler,  a  plumber  and  a  plasterer 
being  included. 

The  Detachment  certainly  saw  action  in  the  Baltic  in  the  destruction  of  the  Forts 
and  it  is  recorded  in  the  “  History  of  the  War  with  Russia  ”  (Hy.  Tyrrell)  that 
Lieut,  the  Hon.  C.  Wrottlesley  was  killed  in  action  at  Bomarsund,  also  the  muster 
roll  shows  that  two  privates  were  transferred  to  the  Hospital  Ship  Belle  Isle. 

The  officers  and  men  of  the  detachment  were  issued  with  the  Baltic  Medal  and 
their  medals  were  named,  whereas  those  issued  to  the  Fleet  were  plain.  A  search 
through  the  medal  rolls,  however,  fails  to  produce  any  roll  for  the  Baltic  for  men  of 
the  Royal  Sappers  and  Miners,  but  a  search  through  Navy  victualling  lists  and 
Army  musters  does  give  one  a  list  of  the  officers  and  men  who  composed  the  detach¬ 
ment,  and  from  these  sources  one  can  verify  any  medals  that  come  to  light. 

I  The  whereabouts  of  a  number  of  these  Baltic  medals  are  known — that  for  Lieut. 
Nugent,  together  with  his  other  decorations,  is  in  a  collection  in  the  United  States 
as  are  also  the  medals  for  Sgt.  John  Jones  and  Sapper  J.  Williams.  Sgt.  Jones  was 
on  the  Flagship  but  one  cannot  say  which  “  J.  Williams  ”  this  medal  belonged  to  as 
there  were  three  men  of  this  name,  one  on  the  Flagship  and  two  on  the  Transport 
Julia.  Of  other  medals  that  have  been  noted,  one  is  in  a  collection  in  Scotland  and 
another  to  a  Bugler  was  in  the  Dalrymple- White  Sale  in  1946,  but  this  only  accounts 
for  four  medals  out  of  the  total  of  approximately  100. 

No  decorations  seem  to  have  been  given  but  it  is  recorded  that  Sergeant  John 
Jones,  and  Sappers  John  Williams,  John  Veitch  and  Francis  Enright  were  “  Noted 
for  their  boldness,  resolution  and  zeal.” 

The  writer  is  indebted  to  various  sources  for  the  information.  Crown-copyright 
material  is  reproduced  with  the  permission  of  the  Controller  of  H.M.  Stationery 
Office,  and  other  helpers  include  Miss  Jane  Ken  worthy  of  the  United  States, 
Captain  Taylor  of  Glasgow  and  the  Curator  of  the  Royal  Engineers  Museum. 
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A  note  on  the  Transport  may  be  of  interest  to  readers.  This  vessel  was 
owned  and  worked  by  Captain  C.  Gumrn.  Tht  Julia  was  built  at  Quebec  in  1852 
and  in  addition  to  transporting  the  R.S.  &  M.  Detachment^  the  ship  called  at  Calais 
to  pick  up  the  French  Infantry  detailed  for  the  Baltic.  On  completion  of  the  Baltic 
operation,  the  Julia,  which  had  been  present  at  Bomarsund,  returned  to  England, 
took  on  stores  for  Malta  and  the  Crimea,  proceeding  to  Constantinople  where  she 
became  the  Naval  Victualling  Ship.  The  tonnage  of  the  Julia  was  1,070  and  she 
was  built  of  wood,  the  power  was  by  sail,  she  served  one  year  and  three  months,  the 
Charter  being  £\  per  ton  per  month  and  the  extra  costs  /^393,  so  Mr.  Gumm  received 
£\?>,'\22>  for  the  service.  For  this  information  I  am  indebted  to  The  Naval  Historian 
and  the  Secretary  of  Lloyd’s  Register  of  Shipping.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

George  V  Die  Varieties.  Having  read  through  your  excellent  work:  “  The  English 
Silver  Coinage  from  1649,”  I  find  amongst  the  entries  listed  for  George  V  no  mention  of 
different  dies  used  after  the  debasement.  This  first  variety  I  have  not  seen  published  before 
and  you  may  be  interested  to  know  that  I  have  two  different  halfcrowns  both  for  1920  and  1922. 

The  first  halfcrown  for  1920  is  exactly  the  same  as  for  the  silver  issue  preceding  with 
small  head,  in  high  relief,  and  “  rex  ”  of  legend  closely  spaced.  This  appears  to  me  to  be 
very  scarce.  The  other  type  for  1920  is  the  more  usual  type,  where  the  head  is  larger  (the 
tip  of  the  truncation  being  half  mm.  closer  to  the  border),  and  the  lettering  “  rex  ”  is  much 
farther  apart.  Hence,  different  dies  were  used  for  the  majority  of  the  debased  first  issue 
halfcrowns. 

Likewise  for  1922  there  are  two  distinct  halfcrowns,  the  first  being  precisely  the  same  as 
the  preceding  year,  but  later  in  1922  a  different  composition  of  metal  was  used  and  this  was 
accompanied  by  a  new  reverse,  the  main  points  of  difference  being  a  line  inserted  below  the 
crown,  and  the  legend  more  closer  to  the  border  and  garter.  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  other 
denominations  of  the  same  series  follow  similar  lines. — Peter  J.  Davies 


NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


Royal  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  held  on  17th 
November,  Dr.  D.  AlacDowall  read  a  paper  on  the 
coinage  of  the  Duoviri  of  Roman  Imperial  Corinth. 
The  denominations  of  the  coinage  are  Roman  and  con¬ 
sist  of  asses,  semisses  and  quadrantes.  Throughout 
successive  changes  there  is  a  recurrent  pattern  in  the 
coinage.  Beginning  with  the  latest  college  under 
Augustus,  each  issue  of  asses  is  found  in  two  forms, 
one  giving  priority  to  the  name  of  one  duovir,  the  other 
to  that  of  his  colleagues  in  office.  On  the  semisses  from 
Claudius  onwards  there  is  a  similar,  alternating  pattern, 
but  the  two  forms  for  each  issue  consist  of  two  different 
reverse  types.  During  the  Civil  War,  when  Agrippa 
alone  signs  the  asses,  the  alternating  pattern  was  main¬ 
tained,  by  the  use  of  the  same  reverse  types  through  a 
succession  of  issues.  In  several  issues,  coins  of  each 
moneyer,  and  of  the  various  reverse  types  share  obverse 
dies. 

Dr.  MacDowall  argued  that  this  pattern  in  the 
coinage  is  evidence  for  the  system  by  which  it  was 
produced,  and  suggested  that  the  mint  of  Roman 
Corinth  was  divided  into  two  officinae  on  the  Roman 
pattern — with  each  officina  under  the  control  of  one 
duovir.  As  the  duoviri  at  Corinth  sign  the  coinage,  we 
can  see  the  detailed  operation  of  the  system,  and  this  in 
turn  enables  us  to  reconstruct  the  principles  of  the  way 
in  which  officinae  may  have  operated  at  Rome  in  the 
Julio-Claudian  period.

Homcastle  and  District  Coin  Club.  To  most  of 
us  Charles  I  of  England  is  best  remembered  because  he 
was  the  only  monarch  to  be  beheaded. 

Aiany  other  interesting  facts  concerning  him  were 
brought  to  light  in  a  paper  given  by  Mr.  S.  Side, 
history  master  at  Homcastle  Grammar  School,  at  the 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Homcastle  and  District  Club. 

To  illustrate  the  talk.  Air.  Henry  Aiossop  of  Alarsh- 
chapel,  Grimsby,  brought  his  unique  collection  of  gold 
and  silver  coins  minted  during  Charles  Ts  reign, 
including  a  very  rare  twenty  shilling  silver  piece  minted 
at  Oxford. 

Air.  Fred  Oliver,  the  secretary,  has  obtained  on  loan, 
from  the  B.A.N.S.,  a  fine  set  of  slides  which  were 
projected  by  Air.  B.  C.  Field  of  Tattershal.  Mr.  Mossop 
gave  a  running  commentary,  and  answered  questions  as 
they  arose. 

Friction  between  Charles  and  Parliament  began,  said 
Air.  Side,  when  Charles  married  Henrietta  Alaria, 
daughter  of  Henry  IV  of  France,  a  Catholic;  the 
Parliaments  of  1625  and  1626  were  dissolved  and  that 
of  1628  refused  to  grant  him  money  until  he  accepted 
the  Bill  of  Rights.  Charles  reigned  eleven  years  without 
parliament,  during  which  he  tried  to  force  the  Presby¬ 
terian  form  of  prayer  book  on  the  country  which 
brought  the  nation  to  arms. 

In  1640  the  Scots  advanced  into  England  and  forced 
their  own  terms  on  Charles,  in  the  same  year  the  Long 
Parliament  met  and,abolished  the  Star  Chamber,  and 
voted  that  Parliament  could  not  be  dissolved  without 
its  own  consent.  After  Charles’  attempt  to  arrest  the 
leaders  of  parliament  in  the  House  of  Commons,  he 
withdrew  from  London  to  Notting,  where  he 
declared  war  on  Parliament.  Charles,  said  Air.  Sides, 
might  even  have  escaped  execution  then,  but  he  secretly 
intrigued  with  the  Scots  for  an  invasion.  After  his 
execution,  he  was  buried  in  St.  George’s  Chapel, 
Windsor. 

It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that  despite  all  the  difficulties 
of  minting  coins.  King  Charles  never  caused  the  coins 
to  be  debased,  an  example  alas  not  always  followed  by 
other  monarchs. 

Before  the  Coin  Auction,  Mr.  Oliver,  as  delegate  at 
the  British  Association  of  Numismatic  Societies  Annual 
Aleeting  in  London,  gave  a  brief  report,  and  mentioned 
that  our  friends  in  Scunthorpe  had  formed  their  own 
club,  and  had  been  voted  Affiliated  members. 

London  Num.  Club.  At  the  October  meeting.  Air. 
J.  L.  Wetton,  a  member  of  the  Club,  spoke  on  “  Seven¬ 
teenth  Century  Traders  Tokens.”  lie  first  defined  a 
token  as  “  unauthorised  money  of  necessity  struck  to 
meet  deficiencies  in  the  supply  of  small  value  regal 
currency,”  and  then  after  referring  to  the  absence  for 
over  a  thousand  years  of  regal  copper  issues,  went  on  to 
outline  the  economic  conditions  of  the  period  that  gave 
rise  to  the  production  of  tokens. 

It  was  a  time  of  great  expansion  with  a  rising  standard 
of  living  and  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of 
traders  and  small  scale  producers,  all  of  whom  needed 
small  change  to  carry  on  their  business.  The  diminutive 
half  and  quarter  silver  pennies  of  the  time  (in  any  case 
in  short  supply),  were  totally  inadequate,  and  these 
people  were  thus  compelled  to  resort  to  their  own 
means  to  meet  the  need.  Seventeenth  century  tokens 
were  all  issued  between  the  date  of  the  establishment  of 
the  Commonwealth  (1649)  when  the  Harrington  and 
Richmond  farthings  were  suppressed  and  1672  when 
the  first  regal  copper  coinage  came  into  circulation  under 
Charles  II.  Consisting  at  the  start  chiefly  of  farthings, 
the  issues  soon  expanded  to  include  halfpennies  and 
pennies,  and  were  all  basically  of  the  same  design  with 
the  issuer’s  name  and  trade  on  one  side  and  his  address 
and  the  date  on  the  other;  frequently  the  sign  of  the 
guild  or  trade  w'as  included.  They  were  all  issued  for 
local  use  and  tended  to  gravitate  to  the  main  centres; 
inns  and  posting  stages  were  important  in  this  respect. 


The  speaker  then  gave  an  interesting  account  of  the 
method  of  production,  the  numbers  produced  (estimated 
to  be  between  15  and  20  million  pieces  altogether),  the 
geographical  distribution  of  the  issues  and  drew  attention 
to  the  light  that  these  tokens  throw  on  local  history,  with 
some  interesting  examples.  The  talk  concluded  with  a 
brief  review  of  the  tokens  of  the  18th  and  19th  centuries 
and  their  relation  to  those  of  the  17th. 

Air.  Wetton’s  paper,  which  was  illustrated  by  an 
interesting  selection  of  specimens,  provoked  a  large 
number  of  questions  testifying  to  the  great  interest 
aroused. 

At  the  November  meeting  Airs.  Al.  E.  Bussell  read  a 
paper  on  “  The  English  Copper  Coinage  under  the 
Protectorate.”  The  speaker  explained  that  such  a 
coinage  did  not  in  the  proper  sense  of  the  word  exist, 
and  went  on  to  suggest  reasons  for  this:  (a)  the  absence 
of  a  monarch  in  whom  the  prerogative  for  the  issue  of 
copper  coins  was  vested,  (b)  the  character  of  Cromwell 
which  led  him  to  disregard  the  common  needs  of 
everyday  life,  (c)  the  highly  developed  religious  life  of 
the  period  which  led  men  to  despise  such  activities  as 
trading  and  (d)  a  snobbish  attitude  to  coinage  which 
regarded  any  coins  struck  in  other  metals  than  gold  or 
silver  as  base. 

The  absence  of  small  change  caused  great  hardship 
among  the  working  population  and  the  poor,  and  many 
petitions  (notably  that  of  Alderman  Thomas  Violet  in 
1651)  were  made  for  the  issue  of  farthings;  it  was 
pointed  out  among  other  things  that  a  copper  coinage 
had  been  in  honoured  use  in  all  ages  in  other  countries, 
notably  among  the  Greeks — and  that  the  absence  of 
small  value  pieces  rendered  the  giving  of  alms  difficult — 
but  all  to  no  avail.  Patterns  were  made  but  these  led 
to  no  issues.  On  the  other  hand,  a  considerable  number 
of  unofficial  tokens  were  in  circulation  during  the  period 
of  the  Protectorate  (many  of  them,  forged)  and  it  was 
these  pieces  that  kept  trade  going,  albeit  haltingly,  until 
in  1672  Charles  1 1  was  at  last  persuaded  to  issue 
farthings  and  halfpennies.  An  interesting  selection  of 
coins  and  tokens  of  the  period  was  exhibited  by  the 
speaker. 


The  December  meeting  was  devoted  to  the  Club’s 
Winter  Auction  at  which  Mr.  Seddon  Cox  acted  as 
Auctioneer.  149  lots  were  offered  and  gross  receipts 
totalled  £159  15s.

Num.  Soc.  of  Ireland:  Northern  Branch.  At 
the  meeting  on  8th  October  two  papers  were  read.  The 
first,  by  Dr.  T.  S.  Agnew,  Co-Chairman,  gave  a  brief 
survey  of  Scottish  coins  and  tokens.  Reviewing  the 
coin  types  of  the  various  medieval  kings  the  speaker 
made  reference  to  the  heraldry,  particularly  on  the 
gold  issues,  as  well  as  the  various  emblems  and  scriptural 
texts  instituted  at  different  dates.  He  discussed  the 
coinage  of  Queen  Alary  in  some  detail,  showing  how 
clearly  the  coins  reflected  a  part  of  her  tragic  history; 
and  he  paid  attention  to  the  numerous  issues  and 
denominations  of  her  son,  James  VI  (I  or  England). 
Numismatic  history  did  not  entirely  stop  with  the  Union 
of  1707;  the  late  18th  and  early  19th  century  tokens  had 
a  character  all  their  own  while  the  reverse  on  the  modern 
“  Scottish  ”  shilling  show’ed  to  a  remarkable  degree  a 
return  to  medieval  practice.  Dr.  Agnew  concluded  by 
handing  round  a  fine  selection  from  his  extensive  cabinet. 

The  second  talk  was  by  Air.  Noel  Nesbitt,  Assistant 
Keeper  I^ocal  Collections,  at  the  Aluseum,  and  was  based 
on  the  Museum’s  collection  of  American  coinage,  a 
selection  of  which  he  was  laying  out  for  display  in  the 
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Belfast  Room.  He  dealt  only  with  the  early  numismatic 
history  of  America  up  to  the  first  United  States  issues. 
The  Spanish-American  dollars  were  mentioned  as 
supplying  a  w'ant  in  large  specie  by  the  English  settlers 
on  the  Eastern  seaboard.  The  pine-tree,  oak-tree  and 
willow-tree  series  of  silver  coins  first  instituted  during 
the  British  interregnum  were  also  discussed,  as  were  the 
St.  Patrick’s  halfpence  and  farthings  used  in  Ireland  and 
the  Isle  of  Alan  before  being  transferred  across  the 
Atlantic  to  the  colonial  settlers.  Another  coin  having 
its  origin  in  Ireland  was  Wood’s  halfpenny  which,  un¬ 
acceptable  in  Dublin,  found  favour  in  America  and  was 
paralleled  in  the  Rosa  Americana  series.  The  talk 
included  a  note  on  the  tokens  of  the  Revolutionary 
period  and  was  also  illustrated  w'ith  some  typical  pieces. 
Discussion  took  place  following  the  papers  and  a  suitable 
vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  the  speakers.

Reading  Coin  Club.  Reading  is  famous,  numis- 
matically  speaking,  for  the  Silchester  Collection  of 
Roman  and  pre-Roman  coins  totalling  nearly  20,000 
specimens  and  the  speaker  at  our  January  meeting. 
Air.  G.  C.  Boon,  is  one  of  the  few  men  to  have  handled 
each  one.  Although  now  the  Assistant  Keeper  in  the 
Department  of  Archeology  of  the  National  Museum 
of  Wales,  Mr.  Boon  spent  6  years  as  an  archeologist  at 
Reading  Aluseum  and  is  an  acknowledged  expert  on 
Roman  coins. 

He  began  by  briefly  describing  the  early  history  of 
Calleva  Attrebatum,  the  Woodland  Town  of  the 
Atrebates  and  showed  how  the  Roman  colonization 
meant  the  first  introduction  of  an  economy  based  on 
money  instead  of  barter.  He  traced  the  gradual  de¬ 
basement  of  the  silver  denarius,  followed  by  that  of 
the  antoninianus  and  said  that  prior  to  a.d.  364  all  the 
so-called  “  sm.all  bronze  ”  coins  had  some  percentage 
of  silver  and  were  issued  as  silver  coins.  It  was  probably 


that  early  bronze  and  brass  coins  were  not  normally 
exchangeable  for  silver  coins  except  by  a  money  changer. 

Mr.  Boon  concluded  by  showing  some  examples  of 
Roman  coins  including  a  range  of  the  very  small 
minissimi  which  recent  research  showed  to  have  been 
produced  in  a  continuous  spectrum  of  sizes  and  at 
the  same  time  as  the  full  size  coins  from  w'hich  they 
were  copied. 

W  essex  Num.  Soc.  Legend  coupled  with  the 
romance  of  buried  treasure  was  the  subject  of  a  short 
talk  by  Dr.  E.  Burstal  at  the  December  meeting  at 
Bournemouth. 

Eor  centuries  the  inhabitants  of  Ribchester,  and  those 
living  a  few  miles  lower  down  the  Ribble,  at  Walton-le- 
Dale,  were  reputed  to  say  that  if  you  stood  on  the  head¬ 
land  and  looked  up  the  valley  of  the  Ribble  towards 
Ribchester  you  would  gaze  over  the  greatest  treasure  that 
England  had  ever  seen!!!,  and  it  was  written  in  the 
pages  of  romance  that  Ribchester  was  as  rich  as  any 
town  in  Christendom.  Farmers  had  made  several 
attempts  to  recover  this  lost  treasure,  and  only  30  years 
before  its  discovery  in  1840  one  of  them  had  ploughed  a 
field  twice  over  in  the  same  furrows  quite  close  to  the 
actual  site,  and  on  other  occasions  the  use  of  the  divining 
rod  had  been  tried  unsuccessfully.  Where  intention  m 
failed  accident  succeeded,  and  workmen  repairing  the 
bank  of  the  river  close  by  Cuerdale  Hall  discovered  * 
within  three  feet  of  the  surface  the  most  valuable  treasure 
ever  found  on  English  soil  up  until  that  time.  What  was 
ultimately  found  consisted  of  silver  ingots,  armlets, 
amulets,  neck  chains,  rings  and  other  ornaments 
weighing  1,000  ozs.  exclusive  of  7,000  coins.  The  whole 
was  enclosed  in  a  leaden  case  within  a  strong  wooden 
chest;  the  coins  consisted  of  silver  pence  of  Alfred  the 
Great,  and  covered  four  other  Anglo-Saxon  monarchs 
besides  coins  struck  by  three  Archbishops.  There 
were  also  many  thousand  Northumbrian  coins  issued  by 
the  Vikings  and  well  over  a  thousand  continental  pieces. 

It  was  evidently  a  Viking  Treasure,  for  the  bulk  of  the 
coins  had  been  issued  by  the  Danish  Kings  of  Northum¬ 
bria  whose  headquarters  were  at  York,  and  many  coins 
bore  the  name  of  that  city  as  their  mint.  It  would  seem 
that  the  bulk  of  the  English  portion  of  the  treasure  had 
been  gathered  in  the  time  of  King  Alfred,  who  died  in  901 
A.D.,  and  the  Vikings  had  proceeded  to  the  mouth  of  the 
River  Seine  where  they  had  levied  the  large  French 
section  of  it.  It  is  known  that  Edward  the  Elder  sent  his 
forces  of  West  Saxons  and  Mercians  to  overtake  the 
returning  Northumbrians  who  had  been  out  to  ravage, 
and  that  he  put  the  army  to  flight,  in  retreat  they  would 
have  had  to  cross  the  Roman  road  which  crosses  Cheshire 
and  Lancashire  to  the  “Pass  of  the  Ribble’’  at  Walton- 
le-Dale.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  burial  of  this 
great  army  chest  was  an  event  which  would  not  have 
been  easily  forgotten  by  those  concerned,  and  the  sudden 
death  of  those  responsible  could  be  the  only  explanation 
for  it  having  been  lost  for  over  900  years.
